Joey told us that the Selectmen 
are happy with the plowing. There is increasing interest in Lexington to follow 
suit. Scott told us that TAC is also in favor of bikeway plowing in Arlington. 

Update on Minuteman Bikeway banners in Arlington Center . Joey informed us 
that she has received two additional quotes at $1500 and $2500. We reviewed 
the scope of the new banners for Chad's benefit. We have enough money to pay 
for these banners. 

Update on planning for the ABAC Winter Social . Linda Gutman and Bobby Mac 
will provide refreshments. Stephan suggested that we will need additional food 
and drink. Ron asked if there would be any role for the new State Rep. Joey 
thought that it would be good for the new rep to hear about local bike issues. Jeff 
reminded us that he will be giving a 10-minute talk on the plowing of the path this 
winter.
